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Worth Considering 


Alderman Ogilvie’s proposal that a 
moderate reduction be made in electric 
light rates was well worth the attention 
given it in referring the matter for study 
to the finance committee of the city coun- 
cil, It would not do of course to cut util- 
ity rates to the point of seriously reduc- 
ing the annual surplus turned in by these 
enterprises, since the loss would have to 
be made up by raising taxes on already 
overtaxed property. 

But it frequently happens that a cut 
in price reacts to increase consumption 
and thus enlarge and not reduce gross 
revenue and profits. This happened on 
one occasion some years ago, when the re- 
sult of reducing the rates was found to be 
that more electric current was used, more 
revenue was obtained, and net earnings 
continued to grow. Perhaps history 
would repeat if another cut in rates of- 
fered further inducement to the public to 
make freer use of light and power. 

And the point obvious that the 
more the “fixed charges” of the house- 
holder and the businessman can be eased 
the more easily many will be able to meet 
war taxes and the increase that must be 
expected in the cost of living and carry- 
ing on business in war-time.

‘Behind the Veil 


The reader who would get any realis- 
tic conception of what is going on along 
the “quiet” western front must use his 
imagination. The official communiques 
are models of reticence. That issued at 
Paris on Thursday simply said there had 
been renewed “activity of our advance 
elements”. Unofficial despatches sup- 
plied the supplementary information that 
from Sunday to Thursday the Nazi troops 
had been attacking furiously along a 100)- 
mile front, had been frustrated, and the 
French had taken the offensive. 

Naturally there is a thirst for news 
from the fighting line, in Canada as in 
Britain and France. For military rea- 
sons, the news is not forthcoming. Hence 
there is a wide assumption that the war 
has not really started yet, that the armies 
are marking time, either side waiting for 
the other to open the grand offensive. 

The glimpse cited above into the opere- 
tions of the past week should help to cor- 
rect this illusion. From behind the half- 
dozen words of the official communique 
the fact emerged that for five days men 
had been fighting like fiends along a battle 
line one hundred miles long, and that when 
the German troops gave up in sheer ex- 
haustion the French put on the pressure. 

It is probably true that no more des- 


perate fighting took place during the 
whole course of the four years’ war than 
has been raging for a week, and is now 


raging, around Saarbruecken. 


The Money Front 


Canada’s first war time loan of $200,- 
000,000 has been sold to the banks, the 
idea being to conserve the open field for 
future use. Private investors will be 
asked to subscribe to bond issues when 
the distribution of war purchase 
shall have built up savings accounts. 
looks like good financial policy. 

The new notes are to run for two years, 
at the low rate of 2 per cent, a hopeful in- 
dication that there are to be no “melons” 
handed out in the shape of high interest- 
bearing war bonds. The notes will be re- 
deemable a year hence or at any time 
thereafter should the treas 
them in. They are payable, interest and 
principal, ‘n “lawful money of Canada,” 
which means the holders will have to ac- 
cept Canadian funds at par. 

The bulk of the money is to be used to 
refund outstanding loans, at a reduced 
rate of interest. These loans include one 
at 2’ per cent, one at 4 per cent, one at 
2 per cent, and one at 312 per cent. The 
latter is held in Great Britain, and the pay- 
ment of it will create a credit in Canada of 
$125,000,000 British with 
which war and other supplies may be pur- 
chased, The double purpose will be ac- 
complished of cutting down the interest 
bill on existing loans, and providing Bri- 
tain with money in Canada to pay for 
Canadian goods. 

The war, taxpayers will note with un- 
mixed satisfaction, has not raised the cost 
of money to the Government. On the con- 
trary the trend is downward, outstand- 
ing issues being refunded at a saving,

The Only Answer Possible 


Prime Minister Chamberlain's reply on 
Thursday to Herr Hitler’s suggestions for 
calling off the war was what it should 
have been, and what it was expected 
everywhere—except in Nazi headquarters 
~-that it would be. It was a dispassioned, 
factual review of the suggestions, and it 
ended in handing back the initiative to the 
Fuehrer, with an invitation that he take 
such action as would make it possible for 
Sane-minded men to enter into negotia- 
tions. 

Back of the Hitler so-called ‘“propo- 
sals” lies the Hitler record; a record of 
broken promises, violence, threats, re- 
pudiation of signed undertakings, ending 
in a bloody, wholly unnecessary, and vil- 
lainously treacherous attack upon a 
neighboring state. This is the man who 
wants the statesmen of other nations to 
meet him on a footing of recognized equal- 
ity and stake the future security of their 
peoples on his plighted word. 

To such a man only one reply was pos- 
sible. Daladier gave it on Tuesday and 
Chamberlain on Thursday, both in terms 
which can leave Herr Hitler in no measure 
of doubt that they have taken his mea- 
sure, know him for a scoundrel, and can 
make no truce with him. 

The conditions stated by Herr Hitler 
were as impossible as his own proposal to 
sit down with honest men to make a bar- 
gain whose validity would depend abso- 
lutely upon his willingness to keep his 
pledges. It was the ago-old offer that 
any bandit has always been ready to make 
to the police; a promise to behave in fu- 
ture if allowed to keep the swag he has 
gathered. 

To accept that basis, Britain and 
France would have to make themselves ac- 
cessories after the fact to the destruction 
of Czechoslovakia and Poland, the absorp- 
tion of Austria in defiance of treaty, and 
the reoccupation of the Rhineland by 
force. They decline to under-write these 
crimes, and to thereby strip themselves 
of any right to protest when they or other 
countries are treated in like manner. 

To such a proposal, coming from such 
a source there could be only one answer, 
an emphatic “No”. 


General Franco, it is reported, has 
started a general clearance of Nazis out of 
Spain. Two large German trusts doing 
business there have been dissolved, and 
Germans occupying key positions in 
Spanish firms have been ordered out. The 
reason is not given, but may be surmised: 
Hitler has no doubt been trying to run the 
country by proxy. 


Britain and Russia have made a barter 
agreement, under which Russian timber 
will be exchanged for rubber and tin. Ber- 
lin will read that with anything but sat- 
isfaction. Timber is the source of cellu- 
lose and has been placed on the Nazi list 
of contraband commodities. Stalin sup-

You look for inverted reasoning to the Nazi 
leaders, so perhaps it isn't remarkable to find an 
example in a speech by Herr Rudolph Hess, 
deputy leader of the Nazi party in Germany. 
Herr Hess was presenting the honor crosses to 
the most prolific mothers in Germany, and his 

address on that occasion was 
WILL THE DEAD broadcast on the radio. He 
MAKE ANSWER J said, “thanks to the army, 

German women and mothers 
with children can live securely in the Reich,” 
He would have been nearer the truth had he 
said that thanks to the excessive German army, 
German women and mothers of children are 
now living on war rations, facing a long period 
of denial and sacrifice. 

Herr Hess added that billions of marks paid 
out so that the German soldier “could have the 
best weapons” had been repaid “in the number 
of German lives saved.” That won't bring back 
to life the many thousands of young Germans 
killed in Poland, on the western front and in 
submarine sinkings in a war launched because 
Herr Hess and his colleagues believed they had 
weapons capable of killing the people of other 
nations, 

There's something fitting in the presentation 
of crosses to these women who have been rais- 
ing cannon-fodder for Hitler.

A correspondent thinks I may be too pre- 
cipitate in concluding that the surface ship is 
able to protect itself from attacks by aerial 
bombers. “Remember what happened at Wil- 
helmshaven when the British flyers bombed the 
Gneisenau,” he writes. His fears reflect credit, 
but I think my correspondent 
overlooks the element of sur- 
prise in the Wilhelmshaven 
attack.

Modern battleships have a 
protective armoured deck six and seven inches 
thick. To reach it, a bomb must pass through two 
or three other steel decks. 

If a bomber can get within a low altitude, as 
was the case with the Gneisenau—“we almost 
teuched her masts,” said one flyer’s report—a 
bomb can be dropped accurately enough to ex- 
plode in a vital part. But where a surface vessel 
is alert, and has her anti-aircraft guns in opera- 
tion, a bomber cannot drop to a low altitude 
where accurate bombing is certain,

Long before the war opened, both British 
and United States vessels made tests with 
bombers, the results of which in the main were 
made public.

thirteen direct hits were scored. The Ostfries- 
land carried no crew to repair leaks, set pumps 
in action or shore up bulkheads, She lay there 
helpless and unmanned, but still afloat after a 
day of bombardment. 

Next day—perhaps in a fit of disgust—a 
heavy bomb was dropped at low altitude directly 
under her quarter, That finished the Ostfries- 
land. But it didn’t finish the assertions of men 
like Arthur Brisbane who continued to proclaim 
in face of the test, that a bomber costing a few 
thousand dollars could easily sink a battleship 
costing millions. 

Now for the other side of the question—the 
efficiency of anti-aircraft fire. During the Brit- 
ish Silver Jubilee naval review a test was made 
with a robot plane. That may not have been as 
difficult a target to hit as a plane directed by a 
human pilot. But only one ship was allowed to 
fire at the plane, and only three of her 4-inch 
guns were used. Direct hits brought down the 
plane. Off Alexandria in February, 1936, the 
experiment was repeated by H.M.S. Shropshire, 
with similar result.

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The Quebec Election 


By MAX FREEDMAN 


A vote for Duplessis is a vote for duplicity. 
He first won power in Quebec in 1936 by the 
betrayal of his friends. Now he seeks to pre- 
serve it by being guilty, in Mr. Lapointe’s words, 
of an act of sabotage against the rest of Canada. 

Premier Duplessis, a former Conservative, 
climbed to power on the shoulders of Paul 
Gouin, leader of the Young Liberals of Quebec, 
who revolted against the evil legacy left by the 
Taschereau regime. By a cunning artifice, 
which does more credit to his dexterity than his 
conscience, Duplessis was able to entice Gouin’s 
followers away from the young and somewhat 
inept leader, and then formed his ministry from 
a crowd of motley supporters. Today Gouin, 
left forlorn on a bleak furrow, looks for money 
to finance the campaign of his Action Liberale 
Nationale candidates, while Duplessis contrives 
new means of holding fast to his power. 

The record shows that the Duplessis govern- 
ment is the child of a forced marriage between 
expediency and dishonor. Born in shame, it is 
too much now to expect that government to be 
dedicated to statesmanship. 

The tragedy is that the election on October 25 
may be won by Premier Duplessis, not because 
of any support gained from his crusade against 
Canada’s effective prosecution of the war, but 
because of the strength of his vast political 
machine. Quebec swarms with his party agents. 
He has poured out funds with prodigal gesture 
and on a lavish scale to extort votes for his blem- 
ished banner. Today, in an hour of national 
emergency, he stoops in the dust to pick up 
cudgels with which to attack the federal govern- 
ment, becoming the chief architect of disunity 
in Canada. If he does win the election, he prob- 
ably will be drunk with power and act as a law 
unto himself. 

There are, however, two rays of light and 
hope on the darkling scene. Federal Liberals have 
made it plain a Duplessis triumph means the 
end of Quebec representation in the national 
cabinet. In other words, Duplessis can only con- 
solidate his power in Quebee by wrecking the 
influence of Quebec in Canada. Will the habi- 
tant voters want that? 

The second source of hope flows from the 
fact that even those few federal Liberals from 
Quebec who opposed Canada’s entry in the war 
have come out in open criticism of Duplessis. 
One of them, Wilfred Lacroix, is speaking for 
Liberal Leader Godbout; Maxime Raymond is 
benevolently neutral; their group believes grave 
injury will be meted out to the enduring interests 
of their province if Duplessis should win. Though 
a minority at Ottawa, their influence in Quebec 
is considerable. 

The manner in which Premier Duplessis is 
carrying on his campaign has, of course, out- 
raged the English minority in Quebec as well 
as alienated their support. Present omens point 
decisively to the Duplessis candidate being de- 
feated wherever the English vote predominates. 

Mr. Lapointe is the voice of Canada in this 
election. His dignity, his fervent patriotism, his 
courageous national vision, have never been 
exerted in more notable fashion or in a nobler 
cause. Beloved colleague of Laurier, he remains 
true to the best traditions of Quebec by asking 
Quebec to remain true to Canada.

No Time For Politics 

Premier Aberhart of Alberta doesn’t mince 
words as to where he stands with respect to 
Canada’s war effort. He says: “I have stated 
definitely and categorically, both in a written 
statement to the press and over the radio, the un- 
qualified and uncompromising stand of the 
Alberta government and federal Social Credit 
members. That stand is that Canada’s place is 
beside the Mother, Country and the empire in 
this struggle, and that Canada should throw all 
her resources into rendering the most effective 
help to Britain and France.”

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct, 14.—Par- 
tial success in preventing coron- 
aty thrombosis, a fatal clotting 
of the heart's main artery and a 
common cause of death, through 
use of a compound called heparin 
was reported Friday by Dr. 
Charles H, Best of Toronto, co- 
discoverer of insulin.

“While it will perhaps be al- 
most impossible to secure scien- 
tific proof of the effects of hep- 
arin under these conditions (re- 
ferring to certain operative pro- 
cedures) the results have not 
been unfavorable,” Dr, Best said.

cases,” he said, “it is difficult to 
refrain from the conclusion that
